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1 . NEXT STEPS ON NAMIBIA- 
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CONTACT GROUP DISCUSSED FURTHER DETAILS OF PROXIMITY 
TALKS AND AGREED THAT INVITATIONS SHOULD BE EXTENDED TO 
BOTH SWAPO AND SOUTH AFRICA AS SOON AFTER DEC. 27 AS 
POSSIBLE. THE BRITISH USED THE ADVANCEMENT IN INVITATION 
DATE TO SUGGEST THAT FRONTLINE AND OTHERS NOT BE NOTIFIED 
OF PLANS FOR TALKS UNTIL SEVERAL DAYS AFTER INVITATIONS 
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HAVE BEEN EXTENDED. SINCE OTHER GROUP MEMBERS WERE CON-

2. ASEAN'S PERFORMANCE DURING 32ND GA~ 

THROUGHOUT THE GA THE SALIENT CHARACTERISTIC OF ASEAN'S 
PERFORMANCE WAS AN AVOIDANCE OF CONTROVERSY. EXCEPT FOR 
THE PHILIPPINE PROPOSAL TO HOST THE 33RD GA IN MANILA., 

THERE WERE NO INITIATIVES LAUNCHED NOR ANY SIGNIFICANT 
DEGREE OF LEADERSHIP DEMONSTRATED. THE FIVE NATIONS 
ROUTINELY CONSULTED AMONG THEMSELVES AND TRIED TO VOTE AS 
A BLOC. THEIR SUCCESS IN DOING SO, HOWEVER, WAS DUE MORE 
TO A FORTUITOUS LACK OF CONTENTIOUS ISSUES WHICH MIGHT 
HAVE PULLED THEM IN DIFFERENT DIRECTIONS THAN ANY STRONG 
SENSE OF UNITY. THEY USUALLY VOTED WITH THE GROUP OF 77 
AND THUS, MORE OFTEN THAN NOT, AGAINST US. THIS VOTING 
PATTERN, HOWEVER, WAS MORE AN INDICATION OF THEIR RELATIONS 
WITH THE G-77 THAN IT WAS A REFLECTION OF ASEAN RELATIONS 
WITH THE US. ON ISSSUES OF IMPORTANCE TO US, SUCH AS GUAM, 

AND PUERTO RICO, THE ASEAN DELEGATES, AT OUR URGING,

THE SECRETARIAT HAS CIRCULATED TO ALL UN DELEGATIONS 
A PRELIMINARY DRAFT DECLARATION ON DISARMAMENT SPONSORED 
BY AUSTRALIA, CANADA, BELGIUM, DENMARK, FRG, ITALY, IAPAN, 
NETHERLANDS, NORWAY, TURKEY AND THE UK. A FRIST VERSION 
OF A DRAFT PROGRAM OF ACTION HAS BEEN PREPARED ALSO BY 
THE AUSTRALIAN, CANADIAN, NETHERLANDS AND NORWEGIAN

4. OVERVIEW MECHANISM- 

G-77 IS ON RECORD AS FAVORING FIRST MEETING OF COM

ARRANGEMENTS FOR OVERVIEW MECHANISM) "LATE JANUARY OR 
EARLY FEBRUARY," BUT IS PREPARED TO ACCEPT MID-FEBRUARY 
AT LATEST. ACCORDING TO JAMAICANS, ANY LATER WOULD BE 
IMPOSSIBLE BECAUSE OF THE PLENIPOTENTIARY MEETING ON 
UNIDO AS A SPECIALIZED AGENCY. PAKISTANIS NOTED IMPORTANCE

IN COURSE OF INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS, US.WITH SUPPORT

2 DRAFT RESOLUTION ON REVERSE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY (BRAIN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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DRAIN) AMENDED. AFTER ADOPTION. USDEL MADE STATEMENT THAT 
IT UNDERSTOOD "EXISTING INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS" TO IN- 
CLUDE THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS. FOLLOW- 
ING ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION IN PLENARY. THE JORDANIAN

FOREIGN SECRETARY TO THE SYG CONCERNING THE "SAVAGE BOMBARD- 
MENT" AGAINST THE SAHRAWI PEOPLE BY THE FRENCH AIR FORCE 
AND EXPRESSING THE HOPE HAT THE SYG WILL INTERVENE 
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URGENTLY AND TAKE THE NECESSARY MEASURES TO END THESE 
DANGEROUS FRENCH ACTS (A/32/"494). ANOTHER LETTER TO THE
